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A Concise Description of Each Invention in Date Order 


FREQUENCY-MODULATION E H Armstrong (USA) 


The credit for promoting FM as a broadcast service goes to E H Armstrong. For years he had been 
seeking a way to reduce static, and finally he turned his attention to FM. Toward the end of 1933 he 
had perfected a system of wide-band frequency modulation which seemed to overcome natural and 
many forms of man-made static. In this system the carrier was frequency modulated +75 ke by audio 
components up to 15 ke.
